States* found last-minute common 
ground with its .summit partners 
Wednesday on a contentious fann 
subsidies dispute, hoping to give a 
push to long-running efforts to over- 
haul the world trading system. , 

The compromise allowed President 
■ Bush to claim success on his top 
• summit priority; progress toward 
eliminating the subsidies that he says 
skew world trade ns well as costing 
taxpayers and consumers billions of 
dollars in government spending and 
higher food priciis, 

However, the European Commum- 
ly, America’s chief antagonist on tlie 
issue, claimed victory us well, leav- 
ing the ultimate outcome of separate, 
four-year-old iniemuiional trade ne- 
gotiations still very mitcli in doubt, 

Even if the United Stales does per- 
suade European govemmenls to low- 
er their farm payment.s. Bush would 
still , have to take on weli-emrcnched 
farm interests to dismantle the U.S. 
farm support program. 

Bush told reporters at a news con- 
ference lliat he was committed to 
push Congress for reductions in U.S, 
subsidies, saying, "We have to do it. 

It is a two-way street" with other na- 
tions. 

Administration officials- saw the 
summit agreement a.s a European 
commitment to significant across- 
the-board reductions in all types of 
fiinri subsidies, Ofnci.ils of the Euro- 
pean Community interpreted the final 
document as more general than that. 

The United Slates has been pusii- 
ing since the Venice economic sum- 
mit in 19S7 for a commitment to iuill 
a global fann subsidy war it estimates 
is costing 5245 billion annually. 

Bul the European Community has 
resisted Basil's demand, saying it 
would result in tlie loss of 3 million 
farmers' jobs. 

Bush officials fear th.it unless the 
farm dispute is resolved, it will kill 
all cliaiices for successfully complet- 
ing ambitious global trade t.ilks 
known as the Uruguay Round.

Anti-hunting pressures 
won’t stay in California 


Hula hoops, ir memory .serves, .staned 
in Califoniia. So did leisure suiLs, gold 
ncek chains and (he L.A. Husllc.* 

Likewise. California is the first state to 
pass an anti-iiunting initiative. 

And. like hula hoops, this newest phe- 
nomenon probably won’t stop at the Cali- 
fornia border. 

Western wildlife managers, gathering 
in Sun Valley tliis week, talked about 
prospects for hunting restrictions in other 
states. The consensus, probably accurate, 
is that Idaho is unlikely to sec a success- 
ful anti-hunting initiative, but that hunters 
and wildlife managers dare not be com- 
placent. 

The California initiative to ban a moun- 
tain lion hunt was backed by a group 
whose natne unmistakably .stales its gonJ: 
The Committee to Abolish Sport Hunting.

' Ireme animal-rights position. That posi- 
tion has little support in Idaho, and it 
probably never will, as long as the stale is 
dominated by agriculture and populated 
by people who love to hunt and fish.

is that most of the people voting for Cali- 
fornia's initiative probably weren’t ani- 
mal-rights extremists. 

They were merely urban rcsidenl-s who 


had no particular appreciation for hunting, 
or for the role the sport can play in mod- 
em wildlife management. 

Millions of California city dwellers had 
no trouble believing that mountain lions 
ought to be protected from trigger-happy 
maniacs. 

Tlic nation's changing demogniphics 
suggest that in coming decades Idaho’s 
rural population will give way somewhat 
to more urbanism. Tliis .shift will affect 
our politics and - perhaps more impor- 
tantly - our culture. 

Most likely, Idahoans always will re- 
tain closer ties to forest and field than 
Beverly Hills ha.s. But people who love 
the outdoors can’t afford overconfidence. 

Wildlife managers in Idaho and other 
Western stales .should increase public un- 
derstanding of how wildlife management 
work.s. 

And hunters must always .strive to be - 
and to be perceived as - good stewards ol 
wildlife and good neighbors of other peo- 
ple who tramp the wood.s, 

We can't just shrug off anti-hunting 
sentiments ns a California phenomenon. 
People .siiid the same thing about skate-

Ships cruise 
to pick up — 
Albauiaus 

ROME (AP) — An Italian-char- 
tered ferry left Wednesday. for Alba- 
nia to pick up many of the 4,000 
asylum-seekers who fled to foreign 
embassies to escape hard-line Com- 
munist rule. 

Another Italian ship and a French 
vessel also are expected to reach Al- 
bania in coming days os part of Ac 
operation, arranged with United Na- 
tions assistance. 

“The Albanians have reserved for 
themselves the right to decide at the 
lost minute” what time Ac ships will 
arrive at Ac Adriatic city of Durres, 
an Iinlinn Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said. 

He said authorities were afraid 
that if they released the details, oth- 
er Albanians would msh to get on 
board and ■'•it would be a Aing of 
biblical proportions.” 

The ferry operation was expected 
to defuse a crisis that has shaken Al- 
bania's hard-line Communist gov- 
ernment and stalled its recent efforts 
to reach out to Ac West. The rush to 
the embassies, and a scries of ac- 
companying demonstrations, were 
the biggest challenge to Ac govern- 
ment in decades. 

One Italian-chartered ship, Ac 
Appia, left Venice on Wednesday 
afiemoon carrying nine nurses and 
three doctors from the Red Cross, 
said Lino De Rosa, a director of Ac 
Societa Adriatica Navigozionc, the 
ships' owners.. 

Another vc.ssel, the Espresso Gre- 
uia, was to leave Thursday from Ae 
souAcm Italian city of Brindi.si, he 
said.

Sweet and NCAA executive di- 
rector Dick Schultz soid the 
amount individual institutions 
will receive hu.s not been deter- 
mined.

Idaho Power asks board 
for decisive hydro plan

TWIN FALLS - Idaho Power Co. w.inls 
the Idaho Waler Resources Board lo make 
up its mind aboui the future of hydroelec- 
tric power development on the Middle 
Snake River. 

"The lime lo do the planning and make 
the difficult choices is today and not five 
years from today," the company said in 
commeni.s on the board's dnifi comprehen- 
sive river plan for the 82-mile section of 
the river from just below Milner Dam lo 
King Hill. 

The final plan, once completed and ac- 
cepted by the Legislature, would be open to 
review every five years. But Idaho Power 
said the board should decide now whether 
to allow development or grant protection 
once and for all. 

"If the hoard feels there’s going to be a 
need for hydro in the future, the lime to 
make the decision is now," Idaho Power 
'spokesman JefT Beaman .said. 

Wailing five years to lift protective status 
could hamper timely development of possi- 
ble potential hydro power sites, said Larry 


-Wimer. Idaho Power’s manager t>f -hy- 
dropower rcliccnsing and compliance. 

"Even with the maximum use of conser- 
vation. new resources will be needed in the 
foreseeable future." the utility’s .statement 
said. 

Idaho i’mver generates iwo-thirds of its 
power at liydroclcctric projects during nor- 
mal years. 

1'hc draft plan issued earlier thi.s year 
would have protected all but 24 miles of 
the Milncr-lo-King Hill .stretch from devel- 
opments including new hydroelectric dams, 
mining or dredging. 

Public comnicnls in the Magic Valley, 
however, led the board to consider extend- 
ing protection lo the 24-mi1c sircicli from 
Sho.shonc I'alls to the back water of the Up- 
per Salmon Falls Dam. 

Critics of the hoard's original plan have 
said leaving pan of the river open to devel- 
opment could lead lo more Uytlro. projects, 
wor.sening existing water quality pr<»hlcms. 
Algae on the river hetween Twin Falls and 
liagennan. already has curtailed some 
recreation on the river.

Young hunters need more than a hunter safety course 


This fall hundreds of 12-ycar-old hunters 
will lake to the field to experience their 
first hunt. That outing should be the begin- 
ning of a lifetime of memorable and re- 
warding questions, and it will be if these 
young hunters have been properly trained 
and prepared for what awaits them. 

The hunter education programs provide a 
solid foundation of hunter safety, ethics 
and responsibility, but that cannot provide 
all the instruction, practice and experience 
that is needed before a 12-ycar-old is ready 
to venture out into the field with u firearm. 
The finishing Work must be completed by 
Uic parents through presoason practice and

It is critical th.nt the young hunter be- 
comes familiar with the actual weapons to 
be used in the full. Me or .she must be able 


to loud and unload the firearm safely and 
correctly. Three or four dummy rounds 
.should be u.scd to demonstrate these proce- 
dures and to provide the youngster with 
safe practice. 

Sufecics vary greatly from gun to gun. so 
ihctr location and proper use needs to be 
covered. Mow to clear a jam or remove an 
obstacle from the barrel arc important "in- 
thc-field" skills the young hunter must 
know to prevent an accident or spoil a hunt. 

. Once tlie youngstcr-ts familiar with the 
gun to be used, shooting skills need to be 
tiiught and practiced. Good techniques and 
practice con moke a good shot out of any- 


one. At the beginning stage, it is important 
to determine the young shooter's dominant 
eye. It is best to shoot with'both eyes open 
to prevent eye fatigue and to maintain field 
of view and depth of perception. But if a 
young shooter is left-eye dominant, shoot- 
ing right-handed with both eyes open will 
be impossible and vice versa for someone 
who is left-handed and right-eye dominant. 

If this condition is found to exist, the young 
shooter must Icam to close the dominant 
cyc-whilc shooting.or.to shoot_with.the_oth:_ 
cr hand.

Daniel Callahan, director of the Hastings 
Center (a medical ethics think tank), has 
proposed that we limit health care for 
those people who have lived a “normal 
life span." He also has proposed that we 
. stop searching for life-extending tcchnol-_ __ 
ogy. Dr. Callahan has more than accom- 
plished what he intended; to initiate pub- 
lic discussion of the limits of medical 
care and medical progress. 

But he is not the first to propose ra^ 
lioning of medical care. As the Alexan- 
der Consulting Group reports, “Insurers 
and medical plan sponsors ration care by 
choosing what procedures they will re- 
imburse as covered expenses. 

“The federal government rations health 
care in two ways: age and inclYlcicnl re- 
• source uscrMedicare is uvaitablcTPalnty 
' to those age &5 or over, but not to the 
working taxpayers financing the cost. 
Once an individual is covered under 
Medicare, the system rations care away 
from preventive medicine and toward the 
terminally ill. Nearly half of the Medi- 
care budget is spent on cure for people in 
their last 30 days of life." 

By introducing payment reform, fund- 
ing “outcome rcscurch" and introducing 
controls on how much doctors can in- 
crease patient services, Congress is ra- 
tioning health care. Also, the government 
’' denies Medicaid 'insurarice~c6 bn 

the basis of income level to millions and 
covers only about 40 percent of those 
living on incomes under the Ytjdcral 
poverty level. 

Oregon began rationing health care in 
1987 and is developing a restrictive list 
of medical services that it will provide.

"We believe the PS-l will do for the home 
what business computers have done for (he 
oiTlce," said George H. Conrailcs. senior vice 
president of IBM. 

"the PS-1 is being introduced at u time 
when man^ factors ore changing the way 
people use information," said James A, Can- 
navino, IBM vice president and general man- 
ager, of its Personal Systems unit. "The com- 
puter has the potential to become as neces- 
sary in the home as the microwave oven and 
as useful as the VCR," he said. 

The company said the PS-l will be avail- 
able immediately in the metropolitan Chica- 
"’go. Dallas-Fort Worth and Minncapolis-St. 
Paul areas. IBM plans to make the new com- 
pujere av^aj[uWc to the rest of the country in 
'’Sepl'c'mberrA's part ofits strategy for attract- 
ing family users. IBM intends to bypass tra- 
ditional computer relailcra and distribute its 
PS-l line through department stores and oth- 
er outlets that sell household goods. 

The new computers carry list prices from 
S999 to SI, 999 but will probably sell at dis- 
counts of 10 percent to 15 percent. The basic 
models include keyboard, mouse, 
monochrome monitor, telephone modem for 
gaining access to electronic information ser-.

LOS ANGELES - Backed by the National Music 
Publishers’ Association, a songwriter Monday filed 
a class-action lawsuit seeking to block Sony Corp. 
from selling its digital audio tape recorders in the 
United States. 

In a 24-pagc law.?uit filed in U.S. District Court 
in Manhattan, songwriter Sammy Cahn'and four 
other plaintiffs accuse Sony of "actively promoting 
tlic ability of DAT recorders to make perfect digital 
copies of corop.ict discs’’ and thereby infringing the 
plaintiffs’ copyrigHls." 

Calm, whose compositions include the song 
"Come Fly With Me.” filed the suit on behalf of an 
estimated 40,000 American songwriters and music 
publishers. His suit comes amid four years of polit- 
ical controversy over whether DAT recorders 
would promote unauthorized home taping and cut 
into the industry's S6.5 billion in annual record 
sales due to DAT’s ability to make ncar-perfcct 
copies of compact discs. 

“We would rather negotiate an equitable solution 
to tlic home taping crisis than litigate," said Edward 
P. Murphy, president of the National Music Pub- 
lishers Association, a New York-based trade group 
that represents about 700 of the nation’s jargest 
music publishers and is supporting Calm’s suit. 


But, Murphy added. ‘The commencement of im- 
portation and the sale of consumer DAT machines 
in the United States necessitated, on the advice of 
counsel, the filing of a lawsuit at this juncture." 

La.st month. Sony became the first and only elec- 
tronics company to sell consumer model digital au- 
dio tape recorders in the United Slates. Beginning 
the week of June 17. Sony began shipping two 
DAT recorders - a S900 and a S950 model. 

Digital audio tape recorders offer the high-quali- 
ty sound of compact discs by relying on circuits 
that electronically convert a sound wave into a 
"String of numbers. Tliose numbers form a digital 
snapshot of the music that all but eliminates llie 
distortion found in conventional tape recordings, 
such ax hiss, wow or flutter. 

In addition. DA T tapes are only about half the 
size of audio ciLSsettes. although 60-minutc and 90- 
minutc blank DAT tapes sell for SI2 .and $15, re- 
spectively. about three to four times higher than 
caxsctic tapes of comparable lenglh-

IRRIGATION TOWNS 

MiIoer4ry-tbe-Dom started in 
1903_ when, construction- began- on - 
’Milner Dam. The construction camp 
village, named for Stanley B. Mil- 
ner, president of the Twin Falls 
Land and Water Co., served the 
workers until the dam was complet- 
ed; then it nearly became^ a gho.st 
town when the crews were moved to 
other locations along the Twin Fulls 
Canal. 

The townsitc was purchased by 
Pittsburgh financiers William Spear 
Kuhn and James S. Kuhn as part of 
their new North Side irrigation pro- 
ject. When construction on the 
North Side project started in 1907, 
Milner became a boom town. It was 
the headquariers for the many com- 
panies started by the Kuhn brothers 
to develop their three irrigation pro- 
jects, several towns, railroads and 
power interests. Tlic Kuhns opened 
their three-story Riyersidc Inn in 
1908 on a landscaped knoll over- 
looking the dam. 

The town grew rapidly along 
streets designed to follow the con- 
tour of the nearby river , reach ing 
peak in 1910 with numerous busi- 
nesses, a bank, two hotels, a rail- 
road, churches and a navigation 
company with three boats, When the 
Kuhn brothers were forced into re- 
ceivership in 1913, the fortunes of 
Milner went with them; and by 1923 
when the Riverside Inn was razed 
board by board, most of the town 
had disapp eared .

Hillsdale was one of the three

In England, 
the word "dukes” referred to peo- 
ple’s noses, in honor of the Duke of 
Wellington, who had a very large 
nose.

shortened to dukes. '

canny ability of some people to uri- 
tatc U.S. One thcoiy: the phrase came 
from the practice by horse trainers 
of putting a companion in stalls with

Hubble’s probTem is 
flaw in main mirror

CAPE CANAVERAL. Fla. — A 
flaw in the Hubble Space Tele- 
scope’s primary mirror is apparently 
to blame for problems that have 
crippled the SI. 5 billion observato- 
ry, NASA onicials said Tuesday. 

The announcement was the first 
time experts have been able to indi- 
cate the exact cause of focusing 
problems that have knocked Hubble 
out of action. 

"All the evidence points to the pri- 
mary mirror rather titan the sec- 
ondary mirror" on the telescope, 
said Jean Oliver, Hubbjq project 
manager at the Goddard' Space 
Flight Center in Grcenbcll, Md. 

Scientists reached their tentative 
conelusion by snapping pictures of 
stars with Hubble’.s two main insi'ru- 
menhs — the wide field camera 'an'tl

The images, focused in a pinpoint 
of light, arc blurred but symmetrical, 
a clear .sign that the fiaw is on tire I- 
ton primary mirror, Oliver .said.

Hubble’s problem is 
flaw in main mirror

CAFE CANAVERAL, Fla. — A 
flaw in the Nubble Space Tele- 
scope’s primary mirror is apparently 
to blame for problems that have 
crippled the SI. 5 billion observato- 
ry, NASA ofticials said Tuesday. 

The announeemcni was the first 
time experts have been able lo indi- 
cate the c.xacl cause of focusing 
problems that have knocked Hubble 
out of action. 

“All the evidenee points lo the pri- 
mary -mirror rather than lire sec- . 
bndary 'mirror”' on the • telescope,- 
said Jean Oliver, Hubble project 
manager at the Goddard Space 
Flight Center in Greenbelt, Md, 

Scientists reached their tentative 
conclusion by snapping pictures of 
.stars with Hubble's two main iiislru- 
nients — tlie wide field camera and 


faint object camera. 

The images, focused in u pinpoint 
of light, arc blurred but symmetrical, 
a clear sign that the Haw is on the 1- 
lon primary mitror, Oliver said. 

The images would have .small (ails 
resembling a comet or teardrop if the 
secondary mirror was to blame, he 
said. 

NASA has formed n board of in- 
quiry to find out how the flaw oc- 
curred when the telescope was made 
and why it was not caught in ground 
tests during the early 1980s. 

Scientists will lake more pictures 
in the next-few weeks 10 “confirm 
their findings and determine what 
lens will be needed on a new wide 
field camera to correct the distortion. 

If all goes well, NASA plans to 
use spacewalking u.stronauts lo in- 
stall the new camera on Hubble in 
1993.

TOPEKA. Kan. (AP) ~ Next to 
the cover page of this book is a pho- 
tograph of President ELscnhowcr'.s 
five-star tie with a stain circled and 
a note informing inquiring readers 
what the stain is. 

The stain came fn?m Ike's veg- 
etable soup — and the recipe can be 
found on page 40 of this oversi/ed 
118-pagc volume. 

•‘Ikr the Cook.” by Tilward and 


Candace -RussoH, includes 
recipes by tlic nation's ,14th presi- 
-dent, and many anecdotes about his 
culinary skills, whicli apparently 
were considerable. 

It also has 172 phoiogniphs, in- 
cluding many with Eisenhower don-' 
ning an apron or eating some of his 
own creations. 

From a young Kansan cooking 
squirrel during a camp out, to an 
Army officer who believed food was 
part of a soldier’s paycheck and fi- 
nally to a kitchen-wise president, the 
Russolis tell the story of Eisenhow- 
er’ life — through food. 

Ed Russdli admits it is a novel ap- 
proach to a presidential biography. 

"We're using food as a vehicle 
throughout the book," he said in a 
telephone interview. 

Russoli is himself a gounnet cook 
and one-time owner of an Italian- 
restaurant in his native Allentown, 
Pa. 

The recipes in the book came - 
from Secret Service agents who 
guarded Eisenhower. Columbia Uni- 
versity in New York — where 
. Eisenhower, briefly. served, as presi- 
dent — and from the Eisenhower Li- 
brary in Abilene. 

In fact. Eisenhower's recipe for 
homemade vegetable soup created 
quite a stir when it was published in 
a 1948 campus cookbook at 
Columbia University while Eisen- 
hower was president. 

"He later said he got more reac- 
tion from his recipe for vegetable 
soup than anything else he said 
while president of Columbia, ",Rus- 
soli'saidr 

The "secret ingredient'' in Eisen- 
hower's recipe was adding about a 
. tablespoon of nasturtium stems to 
the soup, the authors say. 

The book is being published this 
year In conjunction with ilie lOOth 
annivemry of Eisenhower's birth.

four Hurricane fighters rushed up 
toward a huge formation of Gennan 
planes. Although I wiis only 12 and 
understood little about war. I knew 
tho odds looked impossible^ 

In less than two minutes, all four 
iiurricanes were shot down. I saw 
parachutes and 1 thought everything 
was coming down on top of us — 
blazing wreckage as well u.s the fly- 
ers. But air di.stance is deceptive and 
tliey all fell several miles away. 

We tried to salvage bit.s'of wreck- 
age, but soldiers and police officers 
shooed U.S off. 

During the Battle of Britain, 1 was 
a schoolboy amid the whcaifields, 
iiop gardens and orchards of Kent in 
southeast England. It was a wonder- 
ful summer of long wann days and 
blue skies. But the (ninquillity was 
.shattered day afier day with the 
frigiilcning bursting of bombs and 
. tiie roar of low-flying aircrafi. 

In one dogfight over Yorkletts. 
our village, a Messcr.sdimitt shot 
down a Hurricane and continued 
diving, firing back at a hc.ivy ma- 
cliinc-gun post. 

I was 30 feel away and the noise 
was shattering. The Messersehmitt 
missed and tracer bullets were burn- 
ing on the ground. The Hurricane 
pilot survived, but his plane was 
junk. 

Fishing in the marshes on another 
day, I came close to death. A straf- 
ing Messersehmitt sprayed bullets at 
me. It was so sudden that 1 only 
"dived to the ground after llic plane 
had pas sed. 1 was n’t h urt.. ^

4 Americans 
died flying 
for Britain 


LONDON (AP) -- Four Ameri- 
cans Hying with the Royal Air Force 
were killed in the Battle of Britain in 
l‘N0. including one who claimed to 
'have shot down or damaged l-l Ger- 
man planes before he went down 
himself. 

The four were among 1 1 Ameri- 
cans and another who had become a 
British citizen in the RAF at tlie 
time. Five American flyers who sur- 
vived the air battle over England 
would be killed later in the war. 

Kenneth G, Wynn lists them in 
his book “Men of the Battle of 
Britain," recording 2,927 pilots and 
■ crewmen who flew at least one misr 
sion during the epic struggle. 

'Hie Americans killed were Carl 
R. Davis. William M.L. Fiske, Otto 
J. Peterson and Hugh W. Reillcy. 

Davis was bom in South Africa 
and educated in Britain. A minirig 
engineer, he joined the RAF in 
1936. He claimed U) have destroyed 
or damaged 14 Gennan planes be- 
fore he was .shot down and killed m 
his Hurricane fighter plane on Sept. 
6. an hour before he wa.s to be dcco- 
nitcd by King George VI.

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CRAY: Supercomputer with an attitude 



POCATELLO (AP) — The 
CRAY Supercomputer at the Idaho 
National Engineering Laboratory 
can be accurately described as a 
computer with an attitude. - ^ — 

Or maybe the attitude belongs to 
CRAY’S guru, Bob Scott 

"A job that would take 35 hours 
t o run on a personal computer 
would take three to six minutes on 
the CRAY,” said Scott proudly. “It 
also supports 16 million words of 
memory, and each word stores 64 
bits, so it has a much bigger capaci- 
ty-” 

In other words, it s a neat piece of 
machinery. 

And INEL is making that machin- 
ery more accessible to universities 
by giving willing and able aca- 
demics the funds to support re- 
search. 

The university must first propose 
a project, and submit an application 
to the Department of Energy. DOE 
then decides whether the project, is 


worthy of CRAY time. 

One lucky winner is Idaho State 
University Professor Robert 
McLeod. This month he received a 
-grant to use-tho-computer for-25- 
hours of research — ^ the equivalent 
of nearly $15,000. 

“What Dr. McLeod will be doing 
is called a relativistic optical model 
assimilation of sub-atomic particle 
scattering in nuclei,” said Scott, 
manager of computer operations 
and data processing for EG&G. 
’’That's os close os I con explain it 
in pure English.” 

Scott said that while more univer- 
sities arc looking to use the seven 
supcrcomputing centers around the 
country, it’s a desire that is fairly 
. recent. 

“What’s hoppened in the past five 
years or so is that supercomputers 
have come into vogue. They used to 
be available only in national securi- 
ty situations, but now they are readr 
ily available.” said Scott. "People 


now ore beginning to develop re- 
sources to use the opplications, ond 
we’re really trying to motivate uni- 
versities to use us and do large scale 
simulations,” - 

The University of Michigan, for 
example, is using the CRAY to de- 
sign radiation-detection devices — 
part of a r obo t ic system thot cventu- 
nlly will^^tpliicc humans in this are- 
na. 

"Boise. State olso has expressed 
interest in using the CRAY," said 
SCott. "But they haven't gotten seri- 
ous yet. Tltey need a project." 

Simulations, occording to Scott, 
arc one of the biggest and best ways 
to use the CRAY. Some of the sim- 
ulations that have been done include 
model.s to chart and predict weather 
patterns and models to predict nir- 
crnfl behavior — a type of simula- 
tion that once only could be per- 
formed in wind tunnels. 

One of the simulations run by 
INEL last year involved the Experi- 


mental Bre ed e r R gnetor-H— Engi- — 
neers tied the CRAY into the EBR 
II, ond the computer simulated dif- 
ferent situations to test the reactor's 
reactions. 

"It was n good way to r\in on ex- 
periment because you can predict 
what a computer will do." said

The CRAY niudel at INEL is not 
the ncwc.sl machine available. Hie 
XMP-216 is about one generation 
old; the newer model is 30 percent 
faster. 

"The only time to look ai upgrad- 
ing the model is when it'.s being 
ovcrutilizcd and users need more re- 
sources." Scott said. "Now. we’re 
just starting to sec growth, so it may 
be another year or so bcibre we de- 
cide to upgrade."

WASHINGTON — Speaking to 
British oil-industry executives in 
London in April, the Interior Depart- 
ment’s chief ofTshorc-oil regulator 
oflered a candid oppraisal of the 
challenges facing oil companies that 
wont to drill in U.S. coastal waters. 

“‘’The offshoieoit'uiid'gns’lndusuy 
... is under constant siege by envi- 
ronmental groups and residrats of 
many coastal communities," said 
Bony Williamson, director of tlie 
Minerals Management Service. 
“Somehow, the admirable environ- 
mental and safety record of this in- 
dustry has foiled to moke its imprint 
on public perceptions." 

Williamson hopes to change all 
that. As head of the Interior Depart- 
ment bureau responsible for manag- 
ing oil-drilling on the nation's 1.4 
billon-acre outer continental shelf, 
the 32-ycar-oId former Texas wild- 
catter has inherited the formidable 
task of selling offshore oil devclop- 
rnent to lawit^crs and the public at 
a time when last year’s Exxon 
Valdez oil spill is still a recent mem- 
ory.
